antiqu e fu rnitu re to 
poison with envy the mind of any col 
lector, and hou sed into the bargain a 
small mu seu m of ra r e book s, m a nu 
scripts, and minor articles of exqu is­ 
ite w ork manship whose individu ality, 
aside from intrinsic worth, rendered 
them priceless. 
A bu rglar of discrimi­ 
nation cou ld have carried away in one 
coat pock et loot enou gh to foot the 
bill for twelve months of profligate 
living. Ru t nothing had been removed
